SOIL 

The  new  planting  each  fall  is  made  on  blue  |] 
grass  sod,  which  has  been  in  pasture,  this  with  1 
the  natural  black  loam,  we  think  makes  the  best 
roots  that  are  possible  to  be  grown. 

PLANTING 

If  possible  prepare  the  ground  for  the  new  J 
peonies  in  advance  of  planting,  that  it  may  settle. 
Have  this  place  where  it  is  sunny  and  well  drained, 
away  from  the  roots  of  trees  or  shrubs.  Plant  ; 
with  the  eyes  two  inches  under  the  surface  and  ! 
hill  up  the  soil  over  the  new  planted  root  to  turn  j 
the  water.  After  the  ground  is  frozen  cover  with 
straw  or  other  material  to  prevent  heaving  by  the 
March  freezing  and  thawing.  Remove  this  in  the 
spring  when  they  are  about  ready  to  poke  their 
heads  through.  DO  NOT  use  fresh  manure. 
Bone  meal,  pulverized  sheep  manure,  and  wood 
ashes  dug  in  away  from  the  plant  may  be  safely 
used,  if  applied  sparingly.
